NOTES OF THE WEEK.

For a Society declared to be in a dying condition the Machziké Hadass 
shows marvellous vitality. An endeavour was made to give it a quietus by 
the impolitic help of a Polish Rav. On the day that the Chairman of the 
Shechita Board said that the Society was moribund it kicked that body more 
lustily than ever, and now behold the Society is carrying the war into tke 


against the sale of forbidden fat was embarrassing enough, to turn the tables 
by obtaining a declaration that London Shochetim have no right to kill 
sheep in Rotterdam for the London Jews was worse; but for the Machzike 
Hadass actually to lower the rate for killing poultry, that was indeed 
a foul blow! To call into question the Aashruth of all London was 
bad enongh, and sorely tried the patience and temper of the ecclesiastical 
authorities, but to jeopardise the finances of the Shechita Board by under- 
selling it, that was touching the pocket, nay the very soul of this immaculate 
body. Some folks have not a soul above saving a halfpenny, and their 
desire to have their poultry killed so kosher as to satisfy the exigeant 
Machziké Hadass—and to save a halfpenny into the bargain—would lead the 
orthodox into dangerous depths of what Professor Sidgwick in his Methods 
of Ethics calls ** mixed motives.” So a special meeting of the Shechita 
Board was called, and the Board’s charges were lowered a halfpenny also. The 
struggle is becoming quite intense and interesting, and the onlookers are not 
less likely to cry ont “ Bravo, little one’-—as an encouragement to the 
Machziké Hadass—now that the Board has been compelled to reduce its 
tax to the public, if it be but a halfpenny on each head of poultry. The 
correspondence we publish on the subject indicates the confusion that is 
caused by mixing up finance with questions of Aashruth. 


The recent decision of Mr. Justice North has confirmed an important 
bequest to the Liverpool Old Congregation, which for some time past has 
been in jeopardy. ‘The late Mr. James Braham, who died in 1875, gave to 
his widow a life-interest in his property. But he directed that at her death 
the residue of his estate, (after the payment of certain legacies and the 
investment of an amount sufficient to produce £100 a year to be applied for 
the benetit of deserving girls attending the Jewish schools in Liverpool), 
should be vested in his executors as trustees. The income arising from this 
fund was to be paid in equal sums in perpetuity to the Preacher and Reader 
of the Liverpool Old Congregation, subject to certain conditions, the most 
important of which was that no sum should be'so paid except to Preachers 
or Readers who should have been born in the United Kingdom of British 
parents. Mrs, Braham died more than two years ago, and ever since that 
time the bequest tothe Liverpool Synagogue, owing to the opposition of 
relatives of the late Mr. Braham, has provided the lawyers with congenial 
business. Some douvt seems to have been felt /n /im/ne whether the legacy 
did not offend against the rule of the Court of Chancery in relation to 
perpetuities, But this difficulty was overcome, though some directions of 
the testator, having for their object the preservation of certain grave-stones 


| in Jewish cemeteries, were declared to be invalid by reason of their 


perpetual character. Mr. Justice North, however, upheld the main bequest 
to the Liverpool Congregatior, overruling the objection that a trust for the 
support of the ministers of the congregation was not a charitable one. 

By this decision the financial position of the Princes Road Synagogue 
in Liverpool will experience a material and timely improvement. Fortunately 
the congregation is able to avail itself immediately of the late Mr. Braham’s 
bequest in so far as it applies to the Preacher, the Rev. 8. Friedeberg being 
fully eligible to receive his moiety of the income of the trast, the total 
amount of which, we believe, will not fall far short of £600 perannum. Mr. 
Justice North’s decision, however, has importance for others besides the 
Liverpool Congregation and its ministers. The questionas to the validity ofa 
bequest designed to endow the ministry ofa synagogue has now been determined 
in the affirmative, and this is a point of some moment for those benevolent 
persons in the community who either have already given, or who contemplate 
giving, testamentary directions for such endowments. The Provincial 
Ministers’ Fund, in particular, is interested in the decision, seeing that at 
some future day a large sum will revert to it, under the will of the late Henry L. 
Keeling. “But for Mr. Justice North’s favourable decision this bequest, too, . 
might have become the subject of costly litigation, or have been pronounced 
invalid. On the other hand the learned judge bas again declared that legacies 
bequeathed with the view of keeping tombstones in repair are illegal. They 
are not of a charitable character, and therefore the objection on the score of 
perpetuity can be sustained. This important point ought not to be lost sight 
of by actual or intending testators. ‘!'o leave money for the preservation of 
monuments in cemeteries is not an uncommon desire. The only cause for 
wonder is that such a direction as the one in question should ever have been 
embodied in the late Mr. Braham’s will, assuming, as it is natural to do, 
that it was drawn under legal advice. 

It is to be hoped that the Braham bequest may lead to many others of 
a like character, now that the ground is cleared in the legal sense. It is 
strange that this should be the first operative legacy intended for the benefit 
of Anglo-Jewish ministers. Much money has been bequeathed for the relief 
of the poor of the Synagogue ; but hitherto nothing has been left for the 
systematic sustentation of its ministers. Yet endowment fands for this 
purpose are greatly needed, especially in the Provinces, The Provincial 
Ministera’ Fund is but of scanty dimensions after all, and its beneficial 
powers are proportionally restricted. ven the Keeling bequest, when it 
becomes available, will not make it as large as it ought to be. The salaries 
of most country ministers, and of several ministers even in the metropolis, are 
absurdly small, compared with the magnitude and responsibility of the work 
that is demanded of them. Nor is it merely a question of the actual 
labourer being worthy of his hire. There are the potential labourers to be 
thought of, The quality of the Anglo-Jewish clergy has sensibly improved 
during the past two or three decades. But if the improvement is to continue 
at a yet more rapid rate, the average emoluments must be incre Une 
or two “ plums,” and a totally inadequate pittance in nearly all other yn 
—this is the present state of things, and it is not such as to apr eh 
Anglo-Jewish ministry some of that happily growing bar of men of ve

Liberal endowments of the ministry would do much to ¢ iange this condition | 
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of affairs for the better, and if the wealthy are not generous or wise enough 
to make those endowments during their life-time, they ought at least to 
devise the necessary arrangements for ensuring them after their death. 
There can be no more efectual or more usefal mode of keeping one’s memory 
green. 


Yesterday was the centenary of the birth of the first Earl Russell, 
better known to his own generation and for all time, as Lord John Russell. 
It will surprise very many to hear that any centenary celebration is possible 
with a man whose active political life was but as yesterday ; yet a hundred 
years have passed since the popular Johnny Russell was born, Tis name is 
indelibly associated with Jewish Emancipation in England. Not only was 
he an earnest advocate in the [louse of Commons and on the political plat- 
form of this act of justice towards the Jews, but he was directly and personally 
associated with the cause owing to his being elected one of the four represen- 
tatives of the City of London when Baron Lionel de Rothschi’d was 
returned. The name of Lord John Russell must ever be held in grateful 
veneration by the Jews of England. 


The /'reie Blatt, a paper in Vienna recently founded to combat the anti- 
Semitic movement, publishes a striking letter from Professor Max Miller 
which will be found in our present issue. Professor Max Miiller denounces 
anti-Semitic prejudices and draws attention to a common. cause of -race 
prejudice which he declares to be: ‘* opposed to all rules of inductive Logic.” 
This cause is the tendency to judge masses of people by individual samples. 
Professor Max Miller says, by way of illustration, that he has preached to 
every German in England, that he is individually responsible for the good 
name of the (Gierman nation, and that he would like to preach the same to 
every Jew. He rightly observes that ‘every single Jew is responsible for 
the good name of his race.’’ This is a doctrine which is very frequently set 


forth from the Jewish pulpit; in fact, Professor Miller is here 
unconsciously quoting an old Jewisi adage, which has been indelibly 
impressed from antiquity on every Jewish heart. Still- we cannot 


Wholly accept Mr. Max Miiller’s implied conclusion that anti-Semitic 
agitations are only duc to the misconduct of individuals. It is to be feared 
that throughout history some deeper cause is to be found for the innumerable 
agitations and of which the Jews have been the victims. 
Envy, jealousy, and all uncharitableness do not exhaust the category of 
causes which have produced and still produce cruel and unmerited suffering. 
To speak frankly, Professor Max Miiller has merely addressed himself to one 
aspect of the subject. A higher civilization is the teaching that is required 
for those sections of German society who'pract ce the wickedness of anti-Semitic 
agitation, Their hostile attitudé towards a handful of people is a proof of 
their own. backwardness and intellectual narrowness, It is one thing to produce 
a means of self-defence, It is ‘another to upbraid the leaders of attack and 
to demonstrate to them that they are ‘retarding the progress of civilisation 
and disfiguring their age and country by a course which ought properly to 
belong only to barbarous countries and barbarous times. So distingatshed a 
son of the intellectual life of Germany does well to denounce the anti- 
Semites, seeing how much his native country has to answer for in this 
respect. We are glad, therefore, that he has expressed himself strongly as 
an ‘anti-anti-Semite.” It is to be hoped that other Germans of light and 
leading will follow the example of' such men as Professor Max Miller and 
the late Dr. Dollinger.

There is more than meetsthe eye in “‘ Esther Guiladi,” an episode in 
dramatic form of Jewish persecution in the eighteenth century, written by 
Mr. J. Fraenkel, and published by Mr. John Kensit, of Paternoster Row. 
It purports to be a translation fromthe French, but from the preface it would 
appear that the author is resident in our midst. Throughout the narrative we 
catch glimpses of the cloven hoof of the conversionist, who stands clearly 
~evealed, moreover, in the imprint on the last page : ** Printed at the Uperative 
Jewish Converts’ Institution, Palestine Piace, London, &.” The sympathy 
with Jews, under their sufferings from the Blood Accusation, is most effusive 
throughout, and nothing can be more effective than the account of the genesis 
of one such myth. The Jew and Jewess who figure among the dramatis 
persone are allotted the noblest traits and eodowed with the most sublime 
readiness to forgive their Christian enemies and to embrace them—even in 
marriage, if need be. ‘This little book in the hands of Christians can do 
nothing bat good to our race, we can wish it the widest circulation ; but the 
_ Jew himself will be inclined to say, 7imeo Danaos at dona ferentes, Nehemiah, 
a young genileman of the most elevated sentiments, not only surrenders 
the Jewess he loves to his Christian rival amid the applause and encourage- 
ment of a chorus of Polish Jews (!) but betroths himself to the cause of 
Judwo-Christianity, But, whatever be thought of the moral of the story, 
there can be nodoubt of its feebleness. It is a clumsy tissue of inartistic 
coincidences on the level of probability of a comic opera, though far more 
amusing in places. The finale, where all the characters pair off in wedlock 
and everybody is discovered to bethe long-lost relative of everybody else, is 
irresistibly ludicrous, but it is excelled by the scene in which the lovely and 
guileless Esther Guiladi rejects the proposals of three men, one after the 
other, observing in acknowledgment of the greeting of the third: “ I am 
well, thank you, sir. My thoughts have been diverted a little by a sort of 
religio-matrimonial conversation with the two young men who have 
out.” For the rest the English of the book is good, though unfortunately the 
baleful influence of slang has made the expression : “ My precious father !”’ 
not one to be put into the mouth of the heroine at a pathetic moment.

DEATH OF THE REY. B. LICHTENSTEIN, 
OF DUNEDIN. 


The deepest regret has been felt by Jews and Christians alike at the death 
of the Rev, Bernara Lichtenstein, Minister of the Dunedin Hebrew Congro. 
gation, which occurred on the lth of June. The event was rendered the 
sadder inasmuch as it was followed, within twenty-four hours, by the death of 
his son, Mr, Albert Lichtenstein, at the age of 22 years. Both succumbed to the 
same complaint—consumption of the throat. The Rev. Mr. Lichtenstein wag 
born at Neustadt (Prussia), on the 20th June, 1844, so that he had just 
completed 48 years at the time of his death. Having been married when 14 
years old, he went to England, where he was for four years minister at Bath 
and afterwards, for five years, he held a similar position at Nottingham, He 
arrived in New Zealand in 1875, and since then he filled the office of minister 
with the greatest credit. He was a studious man, of retiring habits, but in his 
capacity as a clergyman, as a prominent Freemason, and as an active member of 
the Committee of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
he was well known to the community at large, whilst amongst his own congre. 
gation he was held in the highest esteem, and everywhere received with 
reverence and affection. He leaves a widow and nine children (the youngest 
eleven years of age). In Masonry the Rev. Mr. Lichtenstein was Chaplain to 
the District Grand Lodge under the English Constitution, and Senior Grand 
Warden in the same lodge, and also Chaplain of his mother lodge, Lodge of 
Dunedin, in which he was a Master. 

The respect felt for Mr. Lichtenstein was apparent at the two funerals, 
which were attended by great crowds, composed of followers of every religious 
denomination in the town. The Masonic body especially mustered in great 
force. At the cemetery, after the conclusion of the religious service, which was 
conducted by the Rev. A. Chodowski, Minister of the Congregation at Christ- 
church, an imposing masonic ceremony was held, Mr. Chodewski acted as 
Grand Chaplin, be being District Grand Chaplin of the Canterbury Lodge. 
()rations were delivered by several of the district Grand Officers. <A 
memorial service was held on a subsequent day at the Synagogue, in the course 
of which Mr, Chodowski delivered an impressive sermon. Ata special meeting 
of the Congregation held on the 24th June, a resolution of condolence on her 
double loss was passed to Mrs, Lichtenstein. It has been decided to invite 
applications for the position from competent persons in the neighbouring 
colonies, and failing an eligible gentleman offering himself a commission will be 
entrusted to the Chief Rabbi, Mr. H. J. Hart and Mr. L. Hayman to act in 
London on behalf of the Congregation, 


THE AMERICAN SECRETARY OF STATE ON THE

Mr. John W. Foster, the Secretary of State, in the course of a recent 
conversation with the Hon. Simon Wolf, of Washington, on the persecution of 
the Jews in Russia, said :—‘* My opinions of 1882 are those: of to-day. It is 
lamentable that any one should be treated in such a barbaric manner. | know 
many Jews in Russia, and know nothing in the conduct of any that calls for 
measures so harsh and cruel. The Jews, degraded and fanatical to a certain 
degree, are far superior to their surroundings. ‘The Greek Church does not 
elevate or educate: the Jewish religion does, and in that direction, if in no 
other, the Jews are superior to the rest.- You have a grave and great proSiem. 
To assimilate these people needs patience and sympathy. Thev deserve both, 
and, as far as Lean consistently do so, you can depend on the Government 0! 
the United States.” 


A RUSSO-JEWISH COLONY PARIS. 


M. Marcel Hirsch describes in the Figare avisit he paid a few daysago to a 
settlement of Russian Jews ‘in Paris, near the Place du Tréne, on a plot of 
ground intersected on the one hand by the Rue Alexandre Dumas, and on the 
other by the Avenue Phillippe-Auguste. These Russians arrived in Paris 
in 1882, and thanks to the generosity of the Barons de Rothschild, they found a 
temporary shelter in houses provided for them in the Rue Eugene Sue at 

.Montmartre. In time the accommodation proved insufficient, and one fine da\ 
the vacant ground on the Place du Tréne was discovered. The owner consented 
to the erection of huts which cover an area of 1,000 square metres. The first 
house put up was a wooden shed, to which were adapted windows taken from ab 
house that had been demolished. The roof consisted of tarred pasteboard. soon 
a number of small huts were constructed on this land, and consisted uniformly, 0! 
one apartment, which served as a room for meals, bedroom, or rather dormitory, 
and workshop for the entire family. On the Avenue Phillippe-Auguste, the 
huts are painted red. One of them is occupied by an old man, who supplies 
the food for the entire colony. The interior 1s clean and tidv, even to the fowis 
which the occupier fattens for his more well-to-do coreligionists. lhe "tha 
generally obtain their living by making small silk caps which they sell on t - 
outer boulevards and at the fairs. The children find employment 1n boot an

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
Archdeacon Sinclair has just been gaining a well-earned spell of notoriety 
by his timely onslaught against gambling. How often Jewish bookmen have 
made similar attempts to suppress what seems to be an inherent vice of the 
human race! The only thing that has changed with the centuries has been the 
form of the dissipation, not its essential character. 


In a volume of Hebrew Sonnets written at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, a Jewish poet directed one of his efforts against table-gamblers, those 
who sit at a game from which both sides must inevitably rise the losers, The 
following is% free adaptation of the Hebrew original ; an adaptation which loses 
some of the points of the original, because the translator confesses that he does 
not quite grasp all the points, some of the allusions being rather subtle. Hebrew 
sonnets are, however, rare enough to make this one worth quoting, apart from 
its passing appropriateness, and despite the faultiness in the rendering. 


THE GAMBLERS, 
Tables they spread, Gad’s* sportive gifts to win 
And fortune laughs upon them for a while; 
But soon a frown clouds out the changeful smile, 
And seng gives place to disputatious din, 
They curse the day, for spoilers, entered in, 
Have sacked the place, and mingled rank and file 
In mourning-order march their weary mile.

More ink has been shed than‘tears over the sufferings of the Russiam Jews. 
Here it is that the bookman has the chief advantage over other craftsmen. His 
emotions, even when acutely painfui, are so-much copy ; and when his sensitive- 
ness is screwed to the proper pitch he writes a book, or at the best,a pamphlet 
Dr. J. Riilf, who has just published a sixty-paged brochure with the old, old 
title Die russichen Juden, does more than use words, he gives some valuable 
advice. Butin this place, the interest in Dr, Riilf’s little work is less in its 
practical than in its bookish aspects. And the most interesting part of the 
work is undeniably the author himself. | 

The Russian Jew, generically regarded, is an Emersonian in spirit. He 
hitches his wagon to a star, or rather he connects his own condition with “the work 
of the beginning.” Ask him for an account of the presentstate of thingsin Russia 
and he commences the narrative with the story of the creation of heaven andearth, 
Dr. Rilf is not a Russian Jew, and he does not do this; he begins with 1&5, 
and waits until he is further on in his pamphlet before receding a century or so 
into the past. Dr. Riilf records the stages by which he walked from Memel into 
the confidence of the Jews on the other side of the frontier. In 1867 the 
Russian Jews had little hope of help from Germany ; on France and England 
lay their fond reliance. Pity it is that politics have clouded thesympathies of 
the former, but England, at least, has been true to its trust. Germany of late, 
—the Jewish portion | mean—has right manfully done its duty, and 
the new awakening will, | am sure, lead to jiterary consequences. Russia 
orrather Poland gave German Judaism its life-blood, and the warm stream 
when mingled with the colder current of German conscientiousness and truth- 
seeking created modern Jewish scholarship. The same. thing may happen 
again; the time is very ripe for it. Germany is still the home of Jewish 
scholarship, and will probably remain so, until perhaps England, or more 
probably America, usurps its place, 


Dr, Riilf incidentally remarks that the Russian Jewess often shows more 
knowledge of the world and displays a higher intelligence than her husband, In 
the first place she is mostly older, numbering from five to fifteen years more than 
her partner in life. Her superior aptitude for dealing with practical mundane 
affairs is no new thing. ‘The Cheder has much to answer for in this respect. 
Often the wife has earned the living while the husband sat at home and 
“learned.” A quaint instance of this relation recently struck my notice. Aaron 
ben Meir printed at Neuhof in 1792 a volume of Hesponsa with the title, “ The 
Gift of Aaron.” In the introduction the author publicly thanks his wife by 
name for concerning herself with the sustenance of the family, and leaving him 
at leisure to study Torah. “ May God bless her and requite her kindness ; may 
her days be prolonged in joy that she may see comfort from our only son and 
our daughter-in-law.” It was sometimes a labour of love for a Jewish woman 
toilsomely to gather in the fruits of earth while her husband busied himself in 
the attempt to pluck for himself, and for her too, choice fruits from the tree of 
life. It isa pity that one must add that the “Gift of Aaron” was not a very 
precious legacy to posterity. 

Before parting with Dr. Rilf, for the present at least,it is worthy of record- 
ing that he shows himself possessed of two excellent qualities. He does not 
pooh-pooh other people’s ideas. In the second place, he not only admits that he 
has changed his mind since 1882, but he even quotes his former production, 
Aruchas Bas-Ammi, and does not seek immunity in oblivion. In fact, if authors 
did but know it, the right to alter their opinions is the most important of literary 
privileges. Only a politician is right now and for always. Mr, Sidney Lee, 
apart from the justice of his complaint on other grounds, has done well to 
protest against the recent attempt to palm off as new on readers of 1892 a 
work which he completed in 1886. Mr. Lee deserves the grateful applause of 
all those who believe that literature has its rights as well as its duties. Would 


yhat some one, too, would open a campaign against the growing practice with 


certain publishers of printing books without dates on the title-pages. This is 
even worse than dating by gematrias with the asterisks equivocally placed, 


A book long awaited and now happily published is the Rey. C. J. Ball's 
Variorum Apocrypha, This work will be found very serviceable to the student, 
and indeed it ought to be in every house. Why Jews do not read the Apocrypha 
IS a question to which an answer is not easily found. Perhaps it is because 
ritual rules of conduct are not based upon its contents; just as the Protestants 
somewhat neglected it because it was nota source of saving doctrine. Yet some of 
the allusionsand even phrases of the Apocrypha are familiar enough in our mouths, 
“A Daniel come to Judgment!”, “he that touches pitch shall be defiled,” 
“how can the kettle and the earthern pot agree together 7", “ charity delivers 
from death “these are three or four instances that at once occur to the mind, 
Perhaps one of these fine days the next re-Revised Version of the Bible will 
include the books of the Apocrypha within its covers. Then perchance the 
Apocrypha like the rest of the Bible will be read by Jewesses, i their school- 
girl days,

&c., one is always led to ask them, ‘How many Enylishmen have you seen or 
known ?’ * Perhaps twenty. * And yet you judge of T have known 
many Jews, having been born at Dessau, Many of my best friends were Jews. 
Now, it is ‘true that there are black sheep among the Jews, but to judge and 
condemn the whole people by such is, it must be -admitte 4 Oppose i to all rules 
of inductive logic.. For a long time past I have preached to every German in 
Mngland that he 1s individualiy respotisible for the good name of the German 
nation. I should ike to be able to preach the same to every Jew. Every single 
Jew is responsible for the good name of his race. If every single Jew would 
feel this, or if the commuhity would let him feel it, there would be no more 
anti-Semitism. ‘The practice of judging by the lump is the ruin of all science. 
The mischief it can work in Society and in the State is shown to us by the

A «“PIISTORY OF JEWISH BADGES.” 


An interesting volume has been published by Ulysse Robert, the Inspector- 
General of Libraries and Archives in France. Its tithe, Les 
moyen age” (Signs of Infamy. during the Middle Ages) sulliciently explains its

object. M. Robert has been at great pains io trace in all writings of the Middle 
Ages, the various indignities to which the so-called unbelievers, Jews and others, 
were subjected by the nations among whom they dwelt. France has naturally 
come in for the greatest share of the author's attention, but he has not neglected 
Northern lurope. We regret, however, Lo hotice that he lias. not dealt so full r 
with the East where much might have been gathered. According to M. Robert 
the outward signs of shame which persons were obliged to wear on their apparel, 
date back no further than the 15th century. But we may be permitted to doubt 
that statement since he includes lepere ia the category. As leprosy was Known 
at a very much earlier date, and regulations respecting it are at least as old as the 
Pentateuch, it is not likely that such rulesentirely disappeared from history to rea 
pearsuddenly in 1200, Again we know thatin Persia our brethren were compell: cd 
weara yellow band, and Christian monks were subjected to the Wearine ov 
iron ring during the 8th century in Egypt., These indignities probably 


their way into Europe by means of the Crusaders, M. Robert points to the 
statute of Alais (1200) as the earliest Frencli document, which was drawn. up for 
the purpose of regulating the dress of Jews. The Church appears to have been 
behind this and many similar subsequent measures, and m= 1255, the bull of 
Gregory LX. to Louis 1X. of France earnestly pleads for the introduction of the 
Jew signs (badge). But to the eredit of the Church be it said that there were 
individual bishops who protected the Jews against such indignities, though, to 
be sure, their favour was not unfrequently reserved for the few individuals or 
families, to whom the State was indebted for'soime service. Money also helped 
to buy freedom from the signs of indignity, just as transgression of the law 
brought much treasure to the State in the form of fines. This happy idea 
originated in the city of Marseilles, but she soon found imitators. King Louis 
IX., surnamed the Holy, raised this fine as high as 10 livres, half of which 
flowed into the Royal Coffers. But during the Middle Ages even this state of 
things was improved upon. The manufacture of the Jew-badges became a State 
monopoly, which was sometimes let off, and in this wise the State proiited 
alike by the Jew’s obedience and his disobedience to the law. The rent paid 
for the right of manufacture for the city of Paris alone was 50 livres 
per annum, and for Champagne it rose to 100 livres. lt would be interesting 
indeed to follow M. Robert's account of the various signs, which were changed 
from time to time as fashion dictated. But space forbids. In this fashion, as 
in others, Paris took the lead. In England Jews were compelled by the Council 
of Canterbury (1222) to have a white or yellow stripe upon their clothing, 
measuring six inches by three. 

We have sufticiently indicated the nature of the information which may be 
looked for in M. Robert's work, to which we must direct such of our readers as 
ure interested in this subject.

Taat mighty empress, Fashion, has ordainad that there shall be an annua] 
lull in the feverish restlessness of modern. life, and has attached a certain 
loss of social status to whosoever disobeys the edict. It is, perhaps, the 
One instance in which she is indubitably in the right, so that the mos, 
reluctaat or the most obsequious of her slaves cannot but be the better for 
the pressure indirectly brought to bear upon him. There are bigots of 
industry who push the doctrine of work to fanaticism ; they are possessed 
by their business rather than masters of it, and toil for the mere pain of 
toiling. For such it is especially well to sit for a time at the feet of the 
apostles of another philosophy of life, to steep themselves in Asiatic calm, 
to realise that the fluctuations of the market are not the oscillations of the 
universe ; and to ‘‘ hearken what the inner spirit sings.” 

It cannot be said that Jews show any backwardness in the annual 
pilgrimages to the temples of Health; on the contrary, they are often accused 
of invidious fondness for particular shrines and of an ostentatious devotion 
to the gospel of enjoyment. But, looking at things with that large-minded 
geniality which the season demands, it is impossible to see anything to carp 
at seriously in the holiday habits of Israel. Jews flock to a few special 
centres, it is true ; but the reasons of their preference lie on the surface. 
The number of seaside resorts within easy d’stance of the metropolis 
is extremely limited. To favour the more distant resorts means 
& palpable increase in the expenses, and an obvious difficulty in the 
popular arrangement by which heads of families come down for 
the “ week-end.” An even more potent magaet is the possibility of getting 
kosher meat. Demand creates supply ; by keeping together, orthodox Jews 
ensure the springing up of facilities for obeying the dietary laws. . This 
point should be borne in mind by those who cayil at the racial clannishnesg 


which induces Jews to gravitate together even when out of town. Jewish 
boarding-houses and Jewish butchers cannot be expected to be laid on in 
out-of-the-way places for the benefit of solitary pleasure-seekers. None the 
less, it is a pity that the Jew should have t> be gregarious even in his 
migrations. Otherwise the minor diaspora of the summer vacation might be 
the means of enlightening many a rural voter as to the “true inwardness ” 
of the race respecting which mediaval mgths still linger in the most unlikely 
quarters. It would not be too much to say that many myriads of Englishmen 
have never seen a Jew; not to their knowledge at least, for it is to be 
feared that even when a Jew finds himself among people unfamiliar with his 
race, he does not always take the opportanity of correcting their precon- 
ceived notions by his own personality. Too often he tacitly affects the 
Christian ; like the simulativejinsects described by Danwis. And yet no 
Jew worth his salt has ever been the worse treated for startling the 
prepossessiors of ignorance, It may be urged that a Jew is no more bound 
to obtrude his Judaism than a Baptist his views on the salvation of infants, 
and the argument is not unreasonable. But it .would nevertheless be a safe 
generalisation to aflirm that the wandering Jew who persistently and 
continu usiy conceals his nationality confers unintentionally a favour upon 
his nation, Thus all things have their compensations, and the genia 
holiday spirit justifies itself to the moral consciousness. 

As to the insinuation of exuberant happiness, it is scarcely a subject for 
lamentation that the Jew dors not take his pleasures sadly. The most 
enthusiastic apostles of Anglicieation may well condone this trivial deviation 
from the ideal standards of human conduct. Besides, here again there are 
compensations. If we do not sink to the levels of dulness of the really 
respectable Briton, whom Mr. Pouncu depicted sitting on the summit of 
Mont Blane with his back to his fellow-Briton to whom he had not been 
introduced, we never, on the other hand, attain to thef frank heights of 
hedonism of "Arry and ’Arniet. The most buoyant of us is a cut below 
that. For one thing the Jewish girl of the lowest class hasa far better taste 
in feathers, 

Perhaps the best gift the August sunshine brings the idler is this 
faculty of seeing the pleasanter side of things. No doubt the mental attitude 
is analogous to that of the French king who, ‘when he had dined well, 
thought his people happy.’ But for all that, in an age of analysis and 
pessimism, it is only fair now and again to concentrate attention exclusively 
on the sunny side. For the shield is as certainly convex as it is concave, 
and if wormwood is bitter, sugar is undeniably sweet. Encircled by the 
wider horizons of ocean and forest, we see things in a truer perspective ; our 
petty communal bickeriogs take on their real insignificance, are absorbed in 
the consciousness of, underlying brotherhood. Is there any need to be so 
acrid about trifles, to import such heat and pother into our litile discussions ? 
Lazily watching the sea gulls as they flit across ths sunlit sapphire, it does 
not seem to us so very terrible after all that some Jews shculd have one 
Minhag and some Jews another, that this man should fiod spiritual satisfac- 
tion in phylacteries and that man in the music of a mixed choir. Minyan, 
not Winhag—union rather then unity—is te watchword one reads on the 
scroll of some serene sunset, and what the dimpled waves are saying is: 
“ Peace to all men of good-will.” Of course the dimpled waves know nothing 
of the matter and are ignorantly minimising the importance of most vital 
questions, and when we get back to town we shall be astonished at our own 
flaccidity. But meantime it is sweet to dream of a Jewry unracked by the 
factious fanaticism which it has suffered from sufficiently at the hands of the 
heathen, sweet to surrender our souls to the message of the indolent 
irresponsible billows plashing langourously upon thepebbles. At such moments 
the moral fibre may grow so 1.x that we may find ourselves determining to 
seek for the kerne] of sincerity snd aspiration in all the jarring sects, and to 
reserve our denunciations for the insiacere and the selfish. And, in trath, 
all honest men have more poiats of agreement than of disagreement, and to 
be always insisting on the points of difference forees them into a monstrous 
and unnatural predominance. A change of atmosphere restores things to 
their true proportions, unobscured by the smoke of battle. This is the true 
function of a holiday, to re-create. Let us hope that our hard-worked 
schismatics will return new men.

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EARLY BUSINESS LETTERS OF 


ROTHSCHILDS. 


BY LUCIEN WOLP. 


THE 


A Rothschild Bibliography would fill a not inconsiderable volume. At least 
two ambitious histories of the firm have been compiled—one was, certainly, 
largely borrowed from the other—while the number of pamphlets written about 
it during the last half century is very large. I believe, however, that I am 
correct in saying that, with the exception of a controversial pamphlet 
published by the late Baron James, of Paris, scarcely anything in this 
mass of literature 1s authentic in the sense of having been derived from the 
family itself. A fortunate chance enables me to add some interesting notes of an 
undoubtedly authentic character to these memorials. My information is derived 
from a collection of autograph letters of Nathan Mayer Rothschild, the founder 
of the house in New Court,and of his father, Mayer Amschel Rothschild, which has 
recently fallen intomy hands. The collection consists of no fewer than 17 letters 
ranging in date from 1800 to 1819, and comprises alsa two printed «Cours d 
Change issued by the Frankfort House in 1800, and three Bills of Exchange 
endorsed by various members of the firm in 1820-21. In all there are 202 
documents, and they are bound in -two bulky quarto volumes. The letters of 
Mayer Amschel Rothschild are contined to the years 1800 and 1801, there being 
37 of the former year, and 21 of the latter. The remainder are from Nathan 
Mayer. 

The points on which these letters shed light are precisely those on which 
the historians and biographers have hitherto been ill-informed. Of the early 
transactions of the Rothschilds-in this country—what [ may call the wr-Geschicht 
of New Court—we have until now known nothing autlientic, and the little we 
have known has been contined to a statement—probably not very accurately 
reported—which Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton alleges Mr. Rothschild to have made 
to him at a dinner party at Ham House in 1829. . The first connection of Mayer 
Anischel Rothschild with this country, arose probably out of his position as Court 
Agent to the Elector of Hesse Cassel. <A large portion of the Elector’s fortune 
was invested in England, and it was Rothschild’s duty to coilect the dividends 
as they became due by drawing upon the firm of Peter and Charles Van Notten 
and Co., of Devonshire Square. His private business with England at the time 
could not have been large for, except that he was in friendly correspondence with 
Levi Barent Cohen, the great grandfather of Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P., he does not 
seem to-have had any agent in London. It was perhaps with the idea of 
eventually establishing such an ageney that he sent his third son, Nathan 
immediately after his Larmitzcah, to this country. Nathan gained some com- 
mercial experience, first under the roof of Levi Barent Cohen and afterwards in 
the counting house of Levi Salomons, futher of Sir David Salomons, and then 
in 1797 set up in business asa manutacturer of cotton goods in Manchester, and 
as mercantile agent for his father in London. So far the story is tolerably well 
known. 

Hitherto it has been imagined that the London bill and banking business of 
the firm was not in existence until some years later, when Nathan Rothschild 
established himself at St. Helen’s Place, and undertook financial transactions in 
connection with his father. -This is a mistake. My letters show that as early as 
1800 this branch of the business had already been started, independent of the 
mercantile and export agency. On the 7th of February, 1800, Mayer Amschiel 
Rothschild addressed the. following letter to Messrs. Harman and Co., of 
London :— 

FRANKFORT, 7 February, 1800, 

It is at the particular recommendation of Messrs. Brothers Bethman, who 
had the goodness to give us the address of your house, that I take the liberty to 
make the enquiry, as Lam Court Agent of His Grace the Landgraf of Hesse 
Cassel at this place, and as such I am often obliged to draw on London, if any 
opportunity should offer, whether Lmay make use of your house, and whether you 
will please to keep an account of interest pre and contra with me at 5 per cent., 
how much commission you charge and whether you choose to stand De/ Credere 
for the returns which I order from time to time. 

I expect your kind declaration, and have in the meanwhile taken the liberty 
to draw on you on the 3rd inst., £111 17s.—2)5 mth, to Carl Uhde and Co., which 
draft 1 recommend to your protection you will receive by the hands of Mr. 
Mayer Wolff Popert of Hamburgh £120, for which you please to credit my 
account, 

I remain, 
Mayer AmMscHEL 

You can make any enquiry after me at Messrs. C. L.;.W. Thierry and Co., at 
Hamburgh, and at this place wherever you please. 


“This is the translation as jotted down by Harman's foreign clerk on the fly sheet 
of the original German, The letter is endorsed “ Recd. 23 March, Answad, 25 do.” 


This letter was evidently the inauguration of a new departure. Mayer 
Amschel’s exchange transactions on London had been growing very rapidly and 
he felt the necessity of a permanent agent. His son, Nathan, was too occupied 
with the mercantile branch, and perhaps also too young to undertake large 
financial operations. Hence the overtures to Harman's, one of the most 
considerabie houses in the City of London. 

Messrs. Harman and Co., who thus became a sort of percursor of New 
Court, were established in Frederick Place, Old J ewry, and were connected with 
the Hoares, Gurnells, Lloyds and other eminent houses. In the middle of the 
last century Jeremiah Harman married a daughter of one of the Gurnells of 
Gurnell and Hoare of Broad Street. One of the Hoares joined Jeremiah Harman 
in business and the tirm became Harman, Hoare and Co, Two of the grand- 
daughters of Jeremiah Harman married two of the brothers Lloyd—Sampson 
and Richard—of Birmingham, and one of the Harmans entered the firm of 
Bosanquet. Ultimately Hoares, Lloyds and Bosanquets became merged into 
Lloyds Bank, Limited. At the time that Mayer Amschel Rothschild opened 


“negotiations with Harmans, the firm consisted of John Harman and his son, 


— 


Jeremiah, then 37 years old. Jeremiah, who is still affectionately romenibered 
in the City, must have been a man of considerable ability, for he wag already 
in 1800 a Director of the Bank of England and a recognised power sn 
‘Change. In 1816 he became Governor of the Bank. 

Two of the names mentioned in the above letter are very well known, The 
house of Messrs. Bethmann is still in existence in Frankfort, and Mayer Wolf 
Popert, of Hamburgh, was a cousin cf Mathe Teine, j¢¢ Popert, the “ supremely 
beautiful woman ” who was grandmother of Heinrich Heine. ) 

The letters addressed to Messrs. Harman and Co. by Mayer Asche] 
Rothschild, number 58. In one of the earliest (dated April 15, 1809) the Writer 
assures his correspondents that le is enabled to place starke Geschiifte in their 
way, and there is abundant evidence in the subsequent epistles that this promise 
wis fulfilled. At first tlie del eredere question raised insiderable difficulties. 
Messrs. Harman refused to guarantee their returns to Frankfort, and Rothschild 
consequently threatened to close his account. On the 18th May he gives notice 
of his intention to draw for all his funds in Harman’s hands. A rupture seems 
to have been averted by the diplomacy of young Nathan Rothschild, for on 
July Sth, Mayer Amschel expresses his satisfaction‘at the arrangement arrived at 
between his son and Messrs. Harman. A short cessation of business relations 
took place, however, later in the year. On November 26th, 1800, Mayer Amsche! 
asks Messrs. Harman to remit all funds in their hands, “as, in consequence of the 
renewal of hostilities and the want of money caused thereby, it-will be more advan- 
tageous for me to draw on Hamburg.” But this interruption lasted only little more 
thana fortnight, and on Deceraber 14th we find Rothschild again sending large 
amounts in bills to Harmans. A letter dated May 25th, 1800, contains a printed 
“Cours de Change a Frankfort sur le Mein,” surmounted with the monogram 
M.A. 

It seems that Nathan Rothschild had an office in London at this. period, 
besides his establishment at Manchester. This oflice,|according to a letter dated 
August loth, 1800, was situated at 37, Cornhill. Ina letter dated June 15, 1800, 
Mayer Amschel Rothschild instructs. Warmans to seek. provision. for a bill for 
£230 from “my son who is-at your place.” Mayer frequently draws bills on 
Nathan through Hlarmans, and there are several letters of Nathan’s dated 1800 and 
1801,in which Harmans are instructed to pay bills on his father’s account and to 
insure goods destined for Frankfort according to bills of lading transmitted to them. 
All these letters are signed “ pp. Mayer Ainschel Rothschild, Nathan Rothschild,” 
Two of them are written from London, four are dated from Manchester,and one from 
Leeds. Nathan seems to have travelled about a great deal atthis period. His father 
refers tothe fact in one of his letters to Harmans, and he himself begins two of his 
letters by reporting his safe arrival at Manchester, and mentions in a third that 
“Tam going to Scotland to-night.” 

In April, l501,two of Nathan’s brothers, Salomon and Kalman (Charles) visited 
London. Theircoming 1s announced in a letter from ther father to Harmans, 
It seems that they travelled by the ordinary continental packet from Hamburg 
to Yarmouth. Mayer Amschel asks Harmans to procure passports for them 
from the “ Allion office” and to send on to Yarmouth to meet them “so tha 
they may proceed to London without delay.” Salomon brought with him a 
special letter of introduction to Messrs. Harmans written in French. In this 
document Mayer, Amschel states that his son is visiting London ex mes affaires 
commerciales. He asks Harmans to receive him cordiaily and de lailer de roa 
fons conseils sil en avait besoin, They are to extend to him le méme cre dit et la 
meme confiance que je me flatte jouir moi méme. Mayer adds with what seems 4 
touch of parental pride—.J¢ rous suis le qarant ‘ Salomon became the founder of 
the Vienna House, and Kalman established the Neapolitan branch and was the 
father of the late Baroness Lionel of London. In 1819 Salomon—then baron 
Salomon de Rothschild—paid another visit tg London in company with his elder 
brother, Anselm. On this occasion the brothers travelled with very different 


state. They no longer affected the Yarmouth and Hamburg Packet but were 


brought over and taken back in a specially chartered vessel. In arranging for 
their return to the continent Nathan Rothschild instructs. his agents at Dover 
“to have in readiness the same vessel that brought them over which was found 
very convenient and comfortable.” 

I must reserve for another occasion an account of the miscellaneous 
transactions disclosed in these letters, and of the many personages who figure 
in them. For the moment it will suffice to point out that they bridge over the 
period, hitherto unrecorded, between Nathan Mayer Rothschild’s establishment 10 
Manchester and his foundation of the banking house in New Court. 

The second series of letters, which are addressed by Nathan Mayer to Messrs. 
Lathom, Price and Co., his agents in Dover, clear up another mystery. The 
organisation by which Nathan Mayer obtained his early news from the continent 
has been the theme of much speculation. Extraordinary tales have been 
related to account for lis success. The true story stands revealed in these 
letters, and it is of a disappointing simplicity. Mr. Rothschild had very capable 
and energetic agents in Dover in the persons of Messrs. Lathom and Co., and he 
had an equally energetic and resourceful agent at Calais in the person of a certain 
James Leveux. To outstrip the somnolent Royal Mail, all that was necessary 
was to be on the alert and to spend a little money. Mr. Rothschild sent his 
correspondence by thie mail to Dover, previously instructing his agents to call for it 
on its arrival at that port. The letters were then dispatched at once to 
Calais, instead of remaining in the local post-office until, in the 
fullness of time, ‘the next Royal Mail packet put to sea. From 
Messrs. Lathom’s endorsements on the letters of instruction, we learn 
exactly what was done with the packages. Sometimes as little as five francs was 
paid for their special delivery. Sometimes they were given to the captains of 
outgoing vessels who received a fee of two guineas. Occasionally, when they 
were of great importance, special vessels were chartered to carry them at a coe 
of ten guineas. Mr. Leveux on one or two occasions sends his clerk pee 
over to Dover to take charge of the precious documents, and when the win

and Co. had apparently expressed anxiety concerning certain despatches which 
they had expected from Leveux, but which had not reached them. In reply, Mr. 
tothschild states that the packet had already been forwarded to him by express 
from Folkestone, “ Mr. Leveux having given directions for its being opened 
and sent to me in case the boat did not put into your port.” 
smartness occurs just a month later. 


An example of 
“To-morrow evening about 7 or 8 o'clock,” 
writes Mr. Rothschild, “I propose sending you a post office express with 
despatches for Mr. Leveux of Calais, and the purport of the present is to request 
the favour of you to prepare a boat to be in readiness to convey them to Calais 
without the least delay.” From Messrs. Lathom’s endorsement on the letter we 
learn that the packet was on its way across the channel at 10 o'clock of the even- 
ing of its arrival. 

The despatches from the’ Continent came by the same channel, and 
were sent by special couriers from Dover to 


London. More than once 


Mr. Rothschild impresses on his agents that their messengers must deliver | 


‘letters and parcels before the delivery of the regular mail.” That this injunc- 
tion was not unheeded is shown by the high terms in which Mr. Rothschild 
refers to his agent's services. I have been disappointed to find that only six 
letters bear dates in Waterloo year, and none of them seem to relate to any despatch 
of importance. I fancy, however, that special arrangements for the transmission of 
news must have been in force during that critical period. We know from Sir Moses 
Monteliore’s diaries that he proceeded to the Continent for his brother-in-law in 
1815, and in a letter in the present collection, dated in the same year, we find Mr. 
Rothschild recommending to the good oftices of Messrs. Lathom & Co. another of 
his brothers-in-law, * the bearer hereof, Mr. M. Davidson, who is going to Paris 
on my affairs.” It is probable that Leveux himself travelled direct from Calais to 
London without calling upon Lathoms when the news he had to carry was 
of exceptional importance. Sir Moses Montefiore. used to relate that 
the French courier who brought the news of Elba and Waterloo to. New 
Court, was afterwards pensioned off by Mr. Rothschild, and went tolive at Calais 
where he, Sir Moses, frequently visited him. I should not be surprised if this 
“courier” had been Leveux himself or his clerk Darquin. : 


The 152 letters in this section of the correspondence deal with many other 


interesting matters besides the question of expresses from the Continent. I must, 
however, postpone a further account of them. 


A HOFFACTOR OF THE 


CENTURY. 


An interesting volume has just appeared at Vienna from the pen of Dr. David 
Kaufmann. of Duda Pesth, under the title of lrhundliche adus dem Le hie il Samson 
Werthermers. Dr. Kaufmann has collected from the archives of many old German 
cities the details of a man, who during the 18th century occupied-a very prominent 
position, notwithstanding that Jews were at that time held in very low esteem. 
Samson Wertheimer was one of those so-called /osjuden (Court Jews) to whom 
apecial privileges were accorded in recognition of state services. It was the 
business of the * Hoffactor” to tind money when the Government needed it. 
and this business was often attended with the greatest risks. In return monarchs 
bestowed distinction and privileges upon the * Hoffactor.”. Samson Wertheimer, 
who during the Turkish wars supplied the Austrian Government with four million 
guiden, had mach property in the Empire. He kept hounds and often enter- 

tained distinguished guests, among whom may be named Prince Eugen, the English 
Ambassador, Count Catigan and the Princeof Lichtenstein. It will be seen, therefore. 
that his social as well as his political duties were great. In the year 1711 there 
was a great fire in the Judengasse of Frankfort. which misfortune threw our 
coreligionists into dire distress, and Wertheimer was commissioned to obtain 
exemption for them from the Kron and Opferpfenninge, which they had to 


pay. In 1721 a second fire broke out, and one of Wertheimer’s houses was 
destroyed. When he wished to rebuild in its place a finer structure the magis- 


trates refused on the ground that he was not a native of the city. After much 
dispute, Wertheimer established, by an appeal to the Emperor, Karl VI., that as 
Hoffactor, he was privileged to acquire or build property wheresoever he pleased. 
tHe died, however, soon, and his heirs suffered some hardships, The greatest 
distinction which fell to the lot of Samson Wertheimer was that he was an 
honoured guest at the coronation of Karl VI. He wore the golden chain of 
grace (Grnadenkette), and received portraits and other gifts from several of the 
princes present at the feast’ A general free pass for the Empire was accorded 
to him and all his family ; he was free to travel anywhere, and was exempted 
from wearing any of the signs of race which marked the rest of the Jews. His 
house bore the crest of Salraguardia, and he was thus saved any inconvenience 
from the billeting of soldiers, All these privileges, it stands recorded, were 
granted to him for “ his faithful and disinterested services to the State. ’

ON leaving the Jews’ Free School, previous to her marriage, Miss Sara Gordon was 


presented by the teachers with a handsome china centre-piece and figures as a mark of 


the sincere regard in which she was held by her colleagues. 


On Saturday last the Rev. A. A, Green, Minister-elect of the Hampstead 
Synagogue, preached his farewell sermon at Sunderland. On Sunday, the rev. 
gentleman was the recipient of two presentations. In the forenoon the past 
and present pupils of the Hebrew classes assembled in the Synagogue and 
through the medium of Mr. P. Gallewski, President of the Congregation, pre- 
sented Mr. Green with a reading lamp, an inkstand and an address expressive 
of their attachment. Mr. Green having thanked the children they said their 
farewells individually, their tears being a most touching and eloquent testimony 
to the affectionate relationship they have borne to their teacher. 

In the afternoon a very large meeting was held under the presidency of 
Mr. Phillip Gallewski. He said that the congregation of Sanderland felt they 
were losing a minister, who had served them faithfully and efficiently, who had 
ornamented their pulpit and who had been a good friend to the poor. Never- 
theless they must rejoice to think that Mr. Green hai received a call to one of 
the most important positions in the ministry and in his new work the interest 
and good wishes of his friends in Sunderland would follow him. The congre- 
gation had been indeed fortunate in enjoying Mr. Green's services and he did 
not know how they were going to reconcile themselves to his departure. He 
therefore presented to Mr. Green a beautifully illuminated address the text of 
which was as follows :—

The address was accompanied by 66 volumes of books. 

Mr. GREEN, in acknowledging the presentation, was received with ringing 
cheers. He expressed his deep obligation to the congregation for thei parting 
act of kindness, and was grateful that they had permitted him to choose the 
form which the testimonial had taken and which made it the most lastingly valuable 
of any they could have given him. He was greatly touched to learn from the 
address that the poor regarded him as a friend. A minister's work was at its 
best when it endeavoured to win for religion the heroism of the poor, and 
to bring light and comfort into the hard struggle for existence. He hoped that 
when settled in London he would be able to do something there for the poor ; 
there was much’ opportunity, and he would avail himself of it to the full. 
The appointment he had been fortunate enough to receive seemed so full of 
scope and of bright promise that he could not say he was not pleased to proceed 
to the metropolis.. At the same time he regretted to part from many who 
had become his friends, and of whom he should always think with kind 
remembrance. 

Mr. IskaEL Jacons said that Mr. Green should be proud to go to Hampstead, 
and Sunderland should be proud that it had furnished London with the 
minister of such a synagogue as Hampstead. 

Mr. C. Giuuis said that he had canvassed among the poor for Mr: Green's 
testimonial. He had not collected much, buthe had collected from all, and they 
had. in their gratitude, given blessings on Mr. Green's future. 

Mr. I. RosENTHAL said that he had been asked by several of the foreign Jews 
who could not speak for themselves, to say how they would miss Mr, Green. 
He had been a father to orphans and a friend to those in distress, and but for 
his energy some families, during -the late strike, would literally have starved.

THE REASON FOR THE INHIBITION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—A correspondent signing “ Logic’ appears to fancy that he has dis- 
posed of an important question by stating A/s conception of the facts, If his 
facts were correct he would still have left untouched, and possibly in his own 
mind unconceived, the true issue involved in the “ incident.” 

1. The Rev. Morris Joseph is not an “ex-reverend”’ nor “retired nor has 
he ever abandoned bis former occupation. He is as mucha minister at this 
moment as any other and a greater power in the community than most of 
his colleagues. 

2. The Chief Rabbi had not been elected to uphold the particular 
“doctrine,” which Mr. Joseph was at variance with. As far as the matter is 
stated by “ Logic,” one might echo his final remark, “ that is all.” But unfor- 
tunately that is vet all. No one questionsthe fact that the congregations have 
invested the Chief Rabbi with certain prerogatives, one of them being the 
undoubted authority to inhibit any minister according to his discretion. The 
wisdom of that investiture is a matter which the community has a perfect right 
to reconsider, and the incident is a fitting cause to make men reflect on the 
peculiar features of that constitution. That-constitution is always within their 
own power to revise and amend. 

Without, however, going into the question of constitution there is no sub- 
ject more appropriate for thoughtful English Jews than the effect upon 
Judaism of the exercise by the Chief Rabbi of a certain prerogative. Just as 
the country has the undoubted right to criticise the action in a given case of a 
given administration so have we the right to consider very soberly and very 
impersonally, I trust, the policy of the Chief Rabbi. No less an authority 
than Mr. Schechter has laid it down in these columns that the inhibition 
of the Rev. Morris Joseph on the grounds stated by the Chief Rabbi, sets upa 
precedent which is both novel and dangerous to Judaism. I have not the letter 
of Mr. Schechter before me at this moment, but such was its substance. Your 
correspondent “ Logic” gives the go bye to the reason for which the Chief Rabbi 
has inhibited Mr. Joseph, and uses the vague, elastic, and almost meaningless 
phrase “orthodox doctrine.” It is just possible that he has forgotten which 
“ orthodox doctrine” he is alluding to. I will venture toremind him, The 
alleged doctrine is this: that Judaism imposes upon the Israelite not merely a 
belief also in the restoration of sacrifices as described in the Pentateuch, but the 
belief that he is bound to desire that restoration, and to desire it with such 
intensity that he must ask God in his prayers to bring it about, Now I say, 
without fear of contradiction, that if there be any Israelite who believes that 
the ancient rite of shedding the blood of cattle as an act of worship is to be 
re-instituted, there is not one educated Jew or Jewess in England 
who desires it and who could therefore make it a subject of 
genuine prayer. The clergy are unanimous on this point, and I 
take it on the authority of scholars that there there is no such imposition 
inherent in the Jewish faith. We certainly cannot find it in the creed of 
Maimonides and the Yigdal which is the paraphrase of that creed. What are the 
consequences upon Judaism in this country ot the Chief Rabbi having inhibited 
Mr. Joseph upon this ground? There are two consequences. First, 
that a new article of belief is thrust upon the Jewish mind, which no 
mind can accept, and thrust at a most inopportune moment 
in the history of religion; and secondly the precedent thereby 
established in reference to this unwelcome dogma _ places the entire 
Jewish clergy, more, especially the young men among them, under the serious 
moral temptation of professing what they do not believe. I happened to hear 
from an eminent friend in our community this remark, “ It isa flagrant abuse of 
his authority by giving new force to a defunct desire.”’ ) 

There 1s moreover a broad philosophical objection to the Chief Rabbi 
calling into exercise a prerogative which he was under no necessity of exercising. 
The congregation, who had unanimously selected the Rev. Morris Joseph for 
their minister, were intimately acquainted with his views. He had lived among 
them and preached among them for a considerable time. The fact that they 
selected him was evidence enough that they were in accord with him, and there 
was an exceptional opportunity for the Chief Rabbi by the simple negative 
process of not exercising his prerogative of inhibition, to widen the portals 
which lead to the United Synagogue. | 

Judaism is broad enough to hold those who believe in the restoration of 
sacrifices, and those who believing or not, do not desire it, and therefore, cannot 
pray for it. The prayers in question are human compositions and can lay no 
claim whatever to Divine inspiration. The tendency’ of such an inhibition 
upon such grounds is to narrow, very considerably indeed, that which for a 
‘better term must be described as official English Judaism. It enormously restricts 
the number of people who can be regarded as “ orthodox.’ It has the further 
stigma of being an act which savours of religious persecution and intolerance. 
The only class of Jews in this country who can possibly sympathise with 
this act and this policy are the least educated and the least thoughtful. 

The future of Ju aism is bound up with the changes of thought that no 
ecclesiastical power can avert. Higher Judaism is not incompatible with those 
changes. This is notthe age,noris Judaism the system to re-enact doginas 

which cannot bear the test of reason. No reasonable person of the Jewish reli- 
gion can ponewey pray for the revival of the shedding of blood sentiment. It 
is something which we have historically stamped out. Whether this fact 
squares with one interpretation of Scripture or another, does not affect the 
uestion. Judaism is a living protest in its later developments against the 
doctrine of shedding of blood in any form whatsoever as a means of approaching 
the Deity. The Chief Rabbi, by his inhibition of the Rev. Morris Joseph on 
this point, goes out of his way to erect an unnecessary barrier between the 
Judaism of the United Synagogue and the religion of the Jews of England. 
In this light the “incident” is most regrettable. And there are none who will 
regret it so much as those who believe in the religious unity of the Jewish 
people.

TO TUE EDITOR OF TUE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sirn,—As one of the founders of the Machzik Hadass Society, I venture to think 
that I am best qualified to reply to the erroneous statements and tnfair speech of 
Mr. Samuel Montagu at the special meeting of the Board of Shechita on the 
lith inst. Great must have been the humiliation of Mr. Montagu, for only a 
fortnight had elapsed since the last meeting of the Board—at which he boasted 
that the Machzike Hadass was defunct, and proposed a vote of thanks to bis 
deputy, Mr. Van Thal, for its speedy execution—when he was suddenly com- 
pelled to convene a hasty meeting to consider what steps should be taken to 
stem the advance of that defunct Society, which had evidently gone through the 
process of resurrection during that short period, and now stood out, well to the 
tront all alive, threatening to do serious injury to the Board. But the real 
reason of our silence was not our moribund condition. ‘The deferred hope for 
the fulfilment of the promises held out to us by Dr. Adler, the expectations of 
the amicable arrangements withthe Board which Mr. Montagu himself advocated 
both publicly and privately and finally the anxious desire ot the leaders of our 
own Society to settle the matter peacefully were the motives which induced us 
to remain quiet until after the meeting of the Board. 

: About six months ago we appealed to Lord Rothschild against the 
intolerance of the Ecclesiastical Authorities and the Board, and their continued 
persecution of our Society. The noble Lord, with his customary regard for the 
perfect liberty of all religious persuasions, was good enough to arbitrate between 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities and the Society. For this purpose, Lord Roth- 
schild invited Dr. Adler to meet him at New Court, where two. representatives 
of the Society were also to have been present. but tor transparent reasons Dr. 
Adler requested us to oblige him, and defer the meeting at New Court, stating 
that he would see that arrangements were arrived at with the Board of Shechita. 
He distinctly and repeatedly said that so far as the religious question was con- 
cerned, he was satisfied that our meat is kosher, It only remained to arrange 
financial matters with the Board of Shechita. The Society whose only object 
is that which its name implies, and is neither mercenary nor ambitious, 
acquiesced in Dr. Adler's wish and did not go to Lord Rothschild, but went 
instead to the Board of Shechita. That body desired us to state our case in 
writing, and promised to reply.. We did this also, and then waited patiently 
during a period of five months, and were rewarded on the 2lst July by the 
preparations for our obsequies so graciously conducted by the President of that 
assembly. It almost seems as if Mr. Montagu purposely kept us so long 
without an answer, in the hope that we might perish in the meantime. 

Now for Mr. Montagu’s misstatements at the last meeting of the Board. 
He has only to ask Dr. Adler to favour him with the perusal of our very first 
petition eighteen months ago, in which we desired first, that poultry should be 
sealed; secondly, we pointed out that two of the Shochetim were according to 
the Jewish Code incompetent. We obtained no redress then, although 
later on, when a_ well-known Russian Rabbi was _ here he 
succeeded in inducing Dr, Adler to pension at least one of them 
who was well known to hold very advanced views. It is greatly 
to be deplored that the Rev. Mr. Spiers, who is perfectly well acquainted with 
the contents of that petition, as well as the member of the Board, Mr. I. Weber. 
who himself signed the petition, were both present at the last meeting of the 
Board, and tacitly allowed Mr. Montagu to make such gross and unjust accu- 
sations against the Machziké Hadass. I am tempted to ask Mr, Montagu 
whether it suits a Home Ruler to keep up a system of boycotting ? The indi- 
vidual persecution of members of the Machziké Hadass has long ago been 
looked upon with indignation, and once before called forth a severe reprimand 
from the Jewish press. And now sin is heaped upon sin, A Magid lost his 
place in a synagogue, a teacher was driven out from the Talmud Torah, a Chazan 
removed from a synagogue, all because they committed the crime of being 
members of the Machziké Hadass. Matters have gone even further; the 
printer who used todo all the work for the Board, has lost it, not because he 
belonged to the Machziké Hadass, but because he printed bills for the 
Machziké Hadass. Having stated these few facts, I will leave it tothe public 
to decide who acted more consistently or more honourably, Mr. Montagu or the 
Machziké Hadass. We see now plainly that the opening ot the poultry yard by 
the Machziké Hadass was an indispensable necessity, and already brought good 
fruit by the resolutions passed at the Board to have all poultry sealed, a point 
which eighteen months ago Dr, Adler said it was impossible to effect! With 
regard to Mr. Montagu's reproach that we look to the public for support, we 
think we are fully entitled to invite all true and orthodox Jews, whose hearts 
are not yet corrupted by modern innovations, to assist us in the struggle 
against such odds, and when we remember the improvements which have since 
been made, few and insufficient as they are, it is still better than nothing at all, 
If . the Society had not gone forward, the condition of things would certainly 
have gone backwards. We must -therefore -take the poet's advice, “ Be up an 
doing, with a heart for any fate, still achieving, still pursuing, learn to labour 
and to wait,’

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to the Shechita Board, furnished at their invitation as long ago as the 28th of 
March, the Society stated that any surplus arising from the Shechita money 
should be employed for religious communal purposes, and our charges being less 
for the killing of poultry than those of the Board, is a distinct proof that we 
wished to take as little from the poor people as possible. 

Mr. Montagu stated some months ago that he was in favour of an amicable 
arrangement with the Society, Does he think his words are calculated to promote 
such an object ? At the meeting of the Shechita Board held on the 2\st of July, 
the President thanked the Ecclesiastical Authorities and Mr. Van Thal, the 
Investigating Officer, for their energetic action against the Society. For what 
were the Ecclesiastical Authorities thanked ? For distributing handbills with 
which Mr. Montagu has refused to associate himself, and which but for the 
interference of the noble and:just Lord Rothschild would be carried on to this 
day ? Or for the damaging misrepresentations as to the objects of the Society 
made to the Rabbis abroad? Now as to Mr. Van Thal. This gentleman's 
connection with the Shechita Board ought only to be of a purely financial 
character, for reasons well known to the Chief Rabbi ; yet he is publicly thanked 
for his action against a religious society. It was unnecessary to thank him for 
his endeavours to obtain a large and sufficient supply of meat from Rotterdam, 
which, according to Dr. Ritter's letter of last week, is without the least doubt 
trifa. 

In dealing with the affairs of kashruth, the Society 1s endeavouring to 
remove only one grievance; there are still to be decided many burning questions 
of the very greatest importance to the spiritual welfare of our co-religionists. 

The whole question of kashruth is to a very great extent a question of con- 
fidence. The action of the Society speaks for itself, and shows that it has 
neither confidence in the Ecclesiastical Authorities nor in the Shechita Board as 
constituted at present. Of course the odds still against us—for the moment—are 
tremendous; the paid officials alone furnish a pretty large regiment, but many 
of them were bound to confess that the Machzik Hadass has done and is still 
doing an enormous amount of good, 

‘he Society is only commencing its great work, and cannot succeed without 
the earnest assistance of all true Jews. 

We do not wish to cause a split in the community or to injure anyone, but 
as conscientious Jews we have a duty to perform and satisfied that what has 
already been accomplished is good, we shall not flinch from whatever sacrifices 
our duty may entail, .

Sirn,—In your report of the meeting of the Shechita Board, [ find the 
peowing extraordinary statement made in reference to the Society Machziké¢ 

adass, 

The President characterised the action of the Society as most inconsistent. 
they pretend to be ultra-orthodox, but as there never has been the slightest 
charge against the Board as to the hashruth of the poultry, the Society could 
only have one object in view, viz., to obtain funds and support from the public, 
quite regardless of any principles of orthodoxy or kashruth, 

_ I certainly fail to see why it should be more inconsistent to kill poultry than 
‘animals, If no confidence is placed in the supervision &c. of meat, why should 
it be considered inconsistent to have no confidence in poultry which is not even 
sealed, It seems altogether strange and quite out of tbe that such an 
inconsistent body as the Board of Shechita should make such remarks especially 
as no proofs were or could be given of the statement made. 

It is a well-known fact that a great number of the members of the Board 
of Shechita do not themselves eat kosher meat.and can it be denied that a body 
who pretend to be a Shechita Hoard, but who themselves do not observe the 
Dietary Laws, are undoubtedly a model of inconsistency. } 

It may be true that there has never been the slightest charge made against 
the Board as to the kashruth of poultry, but the reason is very simple. A board 
composed of members who themselves disregard the Jewish Dietary Laws, are 
certainly utterly incompetent to judge questions of kashruth. It is, however, 
a well known fact that complaints and charges of very grave character have 
been made and proved to the Ecclesiastical Authorities. I am also told that the 
delegates of the Muachziké Hadass when they called on the Chief Rabbi (before 
commencing shechita), asked that all poultry should be sealed, but neither the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities or the Board of Schechita seemed to consider it 
necessary to do so until the Machzike Hadass commenced killing poultry. The 
question naturally arises, is 1t necessary or not to seal poultry, if necessary 
why was it not done previouly, if not necessary, why is it done now. Is this 
consistency ? Now as to the remarks that there could only have been one object 
before the Society, viz., to obtain funds and support from the public regardless 
of any principle of orthodoxy or kashruth I cannot help thinking that it would 
have been much more appropriate had the President made these remarks to the 
_Members of the Shechita Board instead of the Machziké Hadass, as I fail to 
see what principles the members of the Shechita Board adopt. Jews who do 
not observe Jewish Laws can have no religious principles, whether their prin- 
ciples consist in squandering the money obtained from the poor East Enders by 
employing pickets and distributing circulars to try to crush the Machziké Hadass, 

leave your readers to find out for themselves, The President of the Shechita 
Board has certainly proved that he does not agree with the principle adopted 
by the Shechita Board in distributing the surplus and in refusing to give a small 

rtion of the surplus to the Federation, whose members are probably the 
argest consumers of Kosher meat. The principles of Machzike Hadass are 
well-known and as its name implies, was established to maintain and strengthen 
our holy religion and to uphold its laws as expounded by our sages and laid 
down in the only acknowledged Law Book, the Shulchan Aruch, and neither the 
Board of Shechita or any other body have been able to prove that the Society 
are not carrying out the object for which it was founded and are therefore fully 
justified in asking the support of all observant Jews, 

The last remark made that if the Board could succeed in crushing the 
Machziké Hadass they would be rendering a public service, is an opinion which 
will not be shared by observant Jews. it may be rendering a service to the 
non-observant members of the Board, also to the butchers (licensed by the 
Board) who sell forbidden fat and unporged hind quarters, but certainly not to 
the Jewish public, whose attention I should like to call to the letter you were 
kind enough to insert in your issue of 2Jth July, in which it was pointed out 
that the Chief Rabbi was fully convinced of the justice of the cause of the 
Machziké Haddass, and even promised to support it if they could come to an 
agreement with the Board of Shechita. Our Society wrote and offered to come 
to an amicable arrangement with the Board of Shechita, and not to make our 
charges lower than the Board's charges; but the Board refused our offers and 

referred to try to crush us, Is it, then, surprising that in fixing our charges we 
_ did not enquire what were the charges of the Board, but simply considered the 
interest of our members, quite regardless of the Board. —

- Srr,—The correspondence published in your last issue, between Rev. Dr. 
Ritter, of Rotterdam, and Mr. Lowenstein, reminds me of the following facts. 
In the ordinary course of business, dealing with parcels of meat coming 


— 


to our shores from, almost every part of the globe, I received some 
two years ago daily consignments of calves from Rotterdam, Happening to be 
at that place, found to my surprise thatcalves, intended for shipment tome, were 
slaughtered according to Jewish rite, under the supervision of the proper eccle- 
siastical authority of the district, Dr. Ritter. 

At my request my shipper procured from Dr. Ritter a statement certifying 
the kashruth of his next consignment, but finding it impossible to see the then 
Acting Chief Rabbi, Dr. H. Adler, on my arrival in London, I sold the meat 
trifa, making it my business to see the rev. doctor on the first opportunity. 

If my recollection serves me right, I saw Dr. Adler one or two Sundays 
before the New Year 5651, and on my showing him the certificate given by Dr. 
Dr. Ritter, our Ecclesiastical Chief was eloquent in the praise he bestowed on 
Dr. Ritter as a man, a Rav, and an authority on kashruth of equal knowledge and 
authority as himself. 

The next question I put to Dr. Adler was : “ May I reckon on your support 
to procure this food supply if [can come to an arrangement with the Shechita 
Board, whereby:the proper supervision and the payment of a tax is fully secured. 
In fact. do you feel prepared to state that the meat killed under an authority 
which you consider on a par with your own, is kosher? ”’ 

Dr, Adler’s reply was: “ You need not apply to the Shechita Board, for 
the kashruth of meat is a matter entirely for the Rav; and the Rav in conjunc- 
tion with the Beth Din have decided that all meat which is not killed by our 
own Shochetim is trifa.” I begged for reasons, but this was all I could obtain 
as the rev. gentleman was very busy. 

Subsequently, however, I found the above statement of the Rav is not fully 
acted upon ; for although there are several Shoehetim throughout the provinces, 
holding their appointment and authority under the London Beth Din, meat 
killed by them may be kosher in Leeds, Hull and othertowns ; but is pronounced 
trifa when it leaves those places and may not be sold as kosher in London. 

Among the quantities of American meat that arrive, there are several 
quarters, to which is attached a label similar to the one enclosed. I will not 
pronounce upon the authority issuing these labels, but if it is properly con- 
stituted and competent to deal with matters of Aaskruch, why should such meat 
not be kosher 

Does it not seem strange, that while our Beth Din knows that in other 
countries there exist Rabonim equally competent and conscientious as them- 
themselves, they will not allow meat killed under such supervision to be sold 
as kosher. 

I believe this has contributed more to make people eat trifa than any other 
cause,

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY,

TERMANY.

‘l'wo hundred Russian Jewish emigrants arrived at Bremerhaven from 
Argentina on Monday, and were thence forwarded by rail to their old domiciles 
in Russia, 


HOLLAND. 


A perusal of the annual report of the Nederlandsch Israelitisch Armbestuur. 
in Amsterdam, the equivalent to our German Jewish Board of Guardians, gives 
an idea of the extensive character of the work that is performed by the institu- 
tion. The charity not alone has charge of the large number of Jewish poor of 
the Ashkenazim Community in the capital of Ilolland, but it has also under its 
direct control a Hospital, an Asylum for aged men and women, and a 
Lunatic Asylum, It moreover attends to the sick who receive medical advice 
outside the Hospital, and subventions Jewish Orphan Asylums in Amsterdam 
and Utrecht, oe Deaf and Dumb Institutes in Groningen and Rotterdam, 
where Jewish children belonging to Amsterdam are received. ‘The activity of 
the medical department may be imagined from the fact that in the Dispensary 
47,814 prescriptions were made up, of which 25,52 were for in-patients, 
and the remainder for out-patients, for whose benefit three doctors 
are engaged by the Committee in different parts of the Jewish 
quarter. Some touching narratives from the lips of Russian 
refugees who have been tended in the Hospital are given in the Report. The 
balance-sheet shows that the total expenditure was 167,027 guilders (nearly 
£14,000). There was a small deficit of 1518 guilders, which was made up by the 
municipality, from whom the charity also receives a regular annual subsidy of 
65,000 guilders, From the Jewish community it has a subsidy of about 56,000 
guilders, 


JAPAN, 


The study of Hebrew is now being cultivated in Japan. In the Doschischa 
University (Kioto), 38 students are being taught the language of the Old Testa- 
ment by Professor Uasa, 


PERSLA. 

The cholera which has lately made considerable havoc along the Persian 
shores of the Caspian Sea has spared the Jews. ‘Their immunity is attributed 
to the great care they exercised in. regard to food, especially eschewing unripe 
fruit and vegetables, which the Mahomedans have eaten in large quantities. Four 
Jews died at Resht from cholera, but they became ill in the neighbouring 
Russian port, Baku. | 


SOUTH AFRICA, 


A large number of Russian Jews, who arrived in Cape Town have since 
proceeded to the Rand, 

TURKEY, 

In consequence of the mannerin which'a Turkish Bey persecuted with 
immoral designsthe daughter of a Jewish hotel keeper at Bodina, a town on 
the Salonica-Monastir railway, the family have been obliged to take refuge in 
Salonica. The Bey even attempted to shoot the mother, but missed his aim. 
The Jew being a subject of the Emperor of Austria, the matter has been taken 
up by the Austro-Hungarian Consul at Salonica, and it is expected that the 
fullest satisfaction will be given to the family. 

A Committee for the relief of Russian refugees has been formed in 
Salonica, The President is Kaimil Mustapha Effendi, Sub-Prefect of the 
province, and among the members are Colonel Dr. Jacques Bey, Signor Hugo 
Allatini, and some Jewish members of the Municipal Council. The Committee 
hope to be able shortly to assist 800 families in Monastir, Kassova, and Salonica, 


UNITED STATES. 


During the exhibition in Chicago there will be a Religion Congress, ous 
posed of delegates from all creeds of civilised countries. The managers of ro 
Congress have issued invitations to Jewish notabilities and associations - 
participate in the deliberations. The delegates will have the opportunity to 
deliver lectures or sermons in Chicago. tind 

Mr. Austin Corbin has utilised his powers as President of the Long - an . 
Railway in a kindly manner to increase the comfort and pleasure 0 y 2 
hundreds of little children who are taken on excursions by the Sanitarium to 
Hebrew children. Mr. Corbin has caused a special platform to be construct’ 
near the new building of the Sanitarium, where trains stop for the co 


venience of the children who are thus saved an unpleasant walk in the heat 
of the day from the station.
